(b) polyethylene glycols having molar masses of up to 20 000 g/mol; and 
C is a group amide-bonded to A, chosen from the group consisting of thiazolidine, 
pyrrolidine, cyanopyrrolidine, hydroxyproline, dehydroproline and piperidine. 

4. (Currently amended) The compound according to claim 1 , wherein the amino 
acid ofA is chosen from the group consisting of threonine, tyrosine, serine, arginine, lysine, 
aspartic acid, glutamic acid and cysteine. 
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14. (Currently amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising at least one 
dipeptidyl peptidase TV (DP-IV} inhibitor compound of the general formula

chain of A, chosen from the group consisting of: 

(a) oligopeptides having a chain length of up to 20 amino acids , except for 
homopolymers of glycine consistin g of up to 6 glycine monomers, and 

(b) polyethylene glycols having molar masses of up to 20,000 g/mol, 

[(c) optionally substituted organic amines, amides, alcohols, acids or aromatic 

compounds having from 8 to 50 carbon atoms,] 
C is a group, amide-bonded to A, chosen from the group consisting of thiazolidine, 
pyrrolidine, cyanopyrrolidine, hydroxyproline, dehydroproline and piperidine, 
[pyrrolidide provided that, when B is selected from (c), then C can not be pyrrolidine or 
cyanopyrrolidine;] 

and at least one pharmaceutically acceptable carrier [material].
